Unanimously  voted,  that  the  town 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  indemnify  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  against  any  and  all  claims  for 
land,  grade  and  drainage  damages  which  may  result 
from  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  any  State 
Highway  which  may  be  laid  out  in  this  town  during 
the  present  year. 

Article  14.  Unanimously  voted  that  the  Select- 
men sell  the  Crusher  plant  before  July  1,  1922. 

Article  15.  No  motion  carried  under  this  ar- 
ticle. 

Unanimously  voted  to  pay  the  Moderator  five  dol- 
lars for  his  services.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Lakeville : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  this  report  of  the 
progress  of  the  Lakeville  schools  for  the  past  year. 

This  year  has  been  a  successful  one  as  far  as  the 
schools  are  concerned.  An  efficient  and  faithful  corps 
of  teachers  have  given  instruction  in  an  excellent  man- 
ner and  an  enthusiastic  body  of  pupils  have  reached  a 
high  standard  of  achievement.  A  fine  spirit  of  co-oper- 
ation between  the  teachers  and  pupils  has  greatly  aid- 
ed in  bringing  about  these  desired  results. 

No  change  of  teachers  took  place  from  January  to 
June.  At  the  close  of  school  in  June,  Miss  Crowell,  Miss 
Staples  and  Miss  Sullivan  resigned.  To  fill  these  va- 
cancies we  engaged  Miss  Julia  McGinness,  Miss  Ber- 
tha Hammond  and  Miss  Angie  Mardovin.  Miss  Mildred 
Holloway  was  chosen  to  teach  the  first  and  second 
grades  at  the  Assawompsett  School. 

Under  the  capable  administration  of  Miss  Anne 
Andrews  the  Assawompsett  School  is  very  well  organ- 
ized. Some  steps  have  been  taken  along  the  lines  of  de- 
partmental work.  I  believe  such  a  plan  is  desirable.  It 
enables  a  teacher  who  is  strong  in  a  certain  subject  to 
give  more  time  and  thought  to  it  and  gives  the  pupils 
the  benefit  of  superior  teaching.  If  every  teacher  could 
teach  each  subject  equally  well  there  would  be  no  par- 
ticular good  in  such  a  plan  but  as  some  teachers  are 
strong  in  one  subject  and  weak  in  another  a  plan  of 
this  kind  is  practical.  I  hope  that  the  plan  of  depart- 
mental work  may  be  developed  much  more. 

The  results  obtained  in  the  teaching  of  music  at 
this  school  has  been  very  pleasing  to  all  who  have 
noted  the  work  along  this  line.  Definite  progress  has 
been  made  from  the  first  grade  through  the  school.  We 
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have  adopted  the  Progressive  Music  Series  as  a  text- 
book. The  piano  purchased  last  spring  by  the  Assa- 
wompsett  School,  has  also  been  a  great  aid  in  musical 
instruction.  Recently  an  orchestra  has  been  organized. 
Although  it  has  been  organized  a  short  time  it  already 
has  shown  its  value,  both  as  a  means  of  instruction  in 
instrumental  music  and  for  the  enjoyment  of  those  who 
listen  to  it.  I  expect  that  this  new  organization  wi\\ 
be  a  decided  factor  in  arousing  more  interest  in  music. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  high  percentage 
of  attendance  at  the  North  Lakeville  School  for  the  last 
school  year.  This  percentage  of  98  is  indicative  of  a 
lively  interest  in  the  school  work.  As  this  is  the  sec- 
ond year  of  the  one  session  plan  I  have  watched  the 
work  of  this  school  with  great  interest.  My  only  fear 
was  that  under  this  plan  some  of  the  work  would  suf- 
fer on  account  of  lack  of  time  and  that  the  pupils 
would  not  accomplish  as  much  as  the  pupils  in  the 
other  schools.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  any  fears  I 
may  have  had  on  that  line  were  groundless.  The  work 
of  this  school  is  fully  up  to  that  of  the  other  schools, 
both  as  to  quality  and  quantity.  The  pupils  have  not 
suffered  a  bit  through  lack  of  time.  Every  minute  has 
been  well  used  and  no  useless  steps  have  been  taken. 
In  several  tests  that  have  been  given,  this  school  has 
not  only  stood  as  high  as  the  Assawompsett,  but  has 
attained  the  general  average  of  the  corresponding 
grades  throughout  the  country.  Miss  Myra  Andrews 
has  an  abundant  amount  of  energy  which  allows  her 
to  work  at  high  pressure  all  the  time  and  an  ambition 
to  keep  her  school  at  the  top.  If  any  one  doubts  the 
wisdom  of  the  one  session  plan  let  him  visit  this  schooi 
and  then  compare  it  with  the  other  schools  in  town. 
This  is  the  only  fair  way  to  form  an  opinion.  An  edu- 
cation cannot  be  measured  by  the  number  of  school 
hours  but  by  the  attainments  of  the  pupils.  If  the  work 


of  this  school  keeps  up  to  standard,  as  I  am  sure  it  will, 
1  see  no  reason  for  discarding  the  one  session  plan.  As 
a  matter  of  fact  the  average  amount  of  time  given  to 
a  grade  is  greater  in  this  school  under  the  one  session 
plan  than  at  the  Canedy  or  Parris  Hill  Schools  under 
the  two  session  plan. 

As  I  said  last  year  in  my  report,  if  we  could  have 
two  teachers  at  North  Lakeville  of  the  same  ability  as 
the  present  teacher  I  would  be  heartily  in  favor  of 
opening  the  primary  room.  This  could  not  be  done  un- 
less we  paid  the  new  teacher  nearly  as  much  as  the 
present  teacher.  If  we  should  make  such  an  increase 
at  North  Lakeville  we  would  be  compelled  to  raise  the 
salaries  of  all  the  other  teachers  in  order  to  equalize 
the  salaries  throughout  the  town.  I  do  not  believe  the 
town  is  ready  to  do  this.  The  school  at  North  Lakeville 
will  be  considerably  smaller  next  year  so  that  I  see  no 
immediate  need  of  changing  our  present  plan. 

We  were  unable  to  finish  the  school  year  at  the 
Canedy  school.  Fate  seemed  to  choose  this  little  school 
as  its  special  target.  After  having  suffered  from  attacks 
of  measles  and  mumps  the  school  was  closed  in  the 
spring  because  of  scarlet  fever.  If  we  had  tried  to 
make  up  the  lost  time  we  would  have  been  compelled 
to  run  this  school  a  considerable  part  of  the  summer. 
This  was  deemed  inadvisable. 

This  school  needs  several  sets  of  supplementary 
reading  books,  new  histories  in  some  grades  and  some 
new  books  to  replace  those  that  have  worn  out.  These 
will  be  provided  at  once.  By  the  addition  of  these  books 
this  school  will  be  well  equipped. 

I  have  been  gratified  to  see  that  many  of  the  par- 
ents visit  the  schools.  This  is  important  and  should  be 
strongly  urged  at  all  times.  I  am  quoting  an  editorial 
from  the  Boston  Post  on  this  subject: 
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4<Our  general  educational  system  could  be  made 
much  more  thorough  and  in  thousands  of  instances 
more  intensive  and  far  reaching  if  plans  were  perfected 
under  which  parents  would  be  required  to  visit  the 
schools,  and  teachers  duly  designated  from  time  to 
time  to  visit  parents  for  a  near  view  of  home  life.  It  is 
a  co-operation  that  should  be  prolific  of  valuable  re- 
sults. 

Such  a  plan  enables  parents  to  have  a  better  un- 
derstanding of  teachers'  problems,  not  with  one  child 
alone  but  with  a  class  of  children.  Such  a  plan  would 
enable  teachers  to  have  a  first  hand  knowledge  of  the 
home  and  thus  be  in  a  better  position  to  understand 
shortcomings,  stubbornness,  delinquency  and  careless 
ness  of  those  under  their  charge  and  how  best  to  correct 
these  outside  influences,  often  not  so  much  the  fault  of 
the  child  as  of  the  parents.  There  is  always  possible 
helpful  and  wise  counsel,  when  the  counsellor  knows 
all  the  facts. 

Such  a  sharing  of  obligations  and  conformation 
of  duties;  such  an  inauguration  of  unity  of  efforts  for 
child  welfare ;  such  a  partnership  by  agreement,  coulf"' 
not  fail  of  being  beneficial  to  all,  and  that  is  as  it  should 
be,  the  moving  and  controlling  of  our  great  system  of 
free  public  instruction." 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  statistics  at  the 
end  of  this  report.  Last  spring  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation required  us  to  send  a  report  of  the  enrollment  by 
age  and  grades.  As  our  children  begin  school  at  the 
average  age  of  five  and  one-half  years  the  rate  of  ad- 
vancement can  easily  be  seen  by  this  table. 

We  should  all  be  proud  of  those  pupils  who  have 
attended  school  for  an  entire  year  without  an  absence 
recorded  against  them,  and  in  a  somewhat  less  degree 
of  those  who  have  had  perfect  attendance  for  one-half 
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year.  Pupils  who  gain  the  habit  of  regular  school  at- 
tendance are  forming  a  habit  which  will  be  of  great 
benefit  after  leaving  school. 

In  closing  this  report  allow  me  to  again  thank  you 
for  your  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy.  I  also  wish 
to  express  to  the  teachers  my  appreciation  of  their 
help  and  co-operation  in  making  the  year  successful.

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Twentieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Lakeville  Public 
Library 

This  report  is  of  necessity  similar  to  previous  ones. 
Each  year  shows  an  increase,  both  at  the  branches  and 
at  the  main  library,  of  readers  who  enjoy  the  resources 
of  the  library.  High  School  pupils  find  here  material  for 
their  work,  and  pupils  from  the  graded  school  receive 
assistance  of  a  similar  character.  From  time  to  time 
throughout  the  year,  they  make  appeals  to  us  for  se- 
lections of  prose  or  poetry  suitable  to  be  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  various  holidays,  in  school  work.  Dur- 
ing the  summer,  Boy  Scouts  came  to  the  library  for 
books  to  assist  them  in  pursuing  certain  lines  of  study 
for  which  they  received  special  marks  as  Scouts. 

As  with  all  libraries  there  is  often  occasion  to  note 
the  mutilation  of  books  and  magazines,  evidently  thr 
result  of  thoughtlessness,  but  the  teachers  in  the 
schools  have  co-operated  with  the  librarian  in  every 
way  to  inculcate  the  careful  handling  of  all  library 
property,  and  also  arranged  with  the  several  grades  so 
that  their  books  shall  be  exchanged  on  different  days 
which  facilitates  work  at  the  library. 

The  library  received  a  call  through  the  selectmen, 
for  a  small  donation  of  books  for  the  prison  at  Ply- 
mouth and  was  able  to  respond  with  duplicate  volumes 
which  had  been  given  the  library,  together  with  a  few 
which  had  been  discarded. 

The  usual  Town  Meeting  Dinner  was  furnished 
by  the  ladies  of  the  Library  Sewing  Circle,  in  the  Li- 
brary Hall  for  the  benefit  of  the  Library,  and  was,  as 
usual  a  success,  netting  a  neat  sum.  The  Sewing  Circle 
has  proven  as  staunch  an  ally  of  the  library  as  ever, 
purchasing  books  for  the  library,  placing  a  much  need- 
ed electric  light  at  the  back  entrance  and  assistance  in 
various  other  ways  with  expenses. 
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The  Library  Hall  has  been  used  more  than  ever 
the  past  year  for  gatherings  of  a  social,  industrial  and 
educational  nature  and  is  much  appreciated. 

The  children  of  the  Assawompsett  School  with  a 
few  friends  donated  enough  money  to  secure  a  few 
much  coveted  children's  books. 

Speaking  of  the  lack  of  books  in  this  department 
to  the  visiting  agent  of  the  Free  Public  Library  Com- 
mission, she  interested  the  "Woman's  Educational  As- 
sociation" of  Boston  to  loan  us  one  of  their  Travelling 
Libraries  of  about  30  volumes,  which  has  proved  very 
useful  to  juvenile  readers  and  which  has  just  been  ex- 
changed for  another  which  we  can  keep  for  a  year, 
of  equally  desirable  books.  A  list  of  100  worth  while 
books  for  juveniles  has  been  hung  in  the  library  and 
has  stimulated  their  reading  along  that  line. 

As  has  been  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  the  in- 
creased cost  of  books  and  bindings  without  an  ade- 
quate increase  in  funds,  has  greatly  crippled  the  legiti- 
mate activities  of  the  library,  and  has  made  the  many 
gifts  received  during  the  year  most  acceptable.  Both 
the  Branch  at  North  Lakeville  and  So.  Lakevile  have 
done  excellent  work  during  the  year,  but  have  also  felt 
the  lack  of  new  books.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  new 
books  just  ordered  for  the  library  have  been  received 
too  late  to  catalog  and  enter  in  this  year's  list.  This 
delay  was  caused  by  delay  in  transportation,  but  the 
books  will  shortly  be  on  the  shelves. 

It  would  give  pleasure  to  name  personally  the 
donors  of  books  and  magazines,  from  different  parts  of 
the  town  and  also  our  generous  friend  from  Fall  River, 
who  so  liberally  remembered  us  last  year,  but  let  it 
suffice  to  say  these  gifts  are  a  helpful  assurance  of  in- 
terest as  well  as  of  financial  assistance.  In  this  con- 
nection it  gives  much  pleasure  to  state  that  one  of  our 
townspeople  has  given  a  spacious  bookcase,  which  is
